The reason I said there would 
be a light fruit r'rnr> Mill year is 
because WC did not get to spray 
and last year was wet and large 
weeds grew up in the fence cor­ 
ners to protect the eureulio The 
Curculio is a weevil with about 
the same m anners as the Sjolt 
weevil. However he does a pecu­ 
liar thing 
The egg of the c u r­ 
culio is laid in the fruit m the 
early spring. If the fruit does like 
the bug intends it to do it will 
fall off the tree. The plum ot 
pencil 
lies on 
the ground 
and 
the worm makes a hole on the 
ground side and goes into the 
ground and turns into a bug and 
that bug comes out of the ground 
and is ready to spoil more fruit. 
If the fruit does not fall off. the 
worm bores a round hole in the 
side of the fruit and falls to the 
ground and goes into the ground 
If it is dry and hot it is hard 
work to bore in the ground That i 
Is the reason we have more of; 
these creatures in a wet year. 
Aside from spraying there are 
two or three more remedies for, 
the curculio. One is to shake the 
bugs out 'o f the trees on sheets 
and kill them Another is to have 
something in 
the orchard 
that 
will eat the fruit th a t falls and 
th a t does away with lots of the 
bugs. Small hogs will do that, 
and 
sheep will also eat 
them 
Sheep will eat th** but Weeds and 
Mia» and destroy any place for 
the bugs to hide.
